000 army ex pansion bill on which 
congressional action was com­ 
pleted y esterday . 
The measu re, containing the 
bu lk of the administration’s de­ 
fense program, will permit the 
army to more than dou ble its 
plane strength in the nex t two 
y ears, to bolster Panama Canal 
defenses, to aid in a program of 
stu dent pilot training, and to ed­ 
u cate selected m anu factu rers in 
produ ction of military su pplies. 
Fou r members of the army 
high command will fly sou th in 
a few day s on a 5,000-mile tou r 
of the Caribbean preparatory to 
improv ing Panama fortifications 
and establishing an air base at 
Pu erto Rico. 
Final action on the army bill 
came after a joint committee had

Hitler formally welcomed Me­ 
mel territory into the ex panding 
German Reich today after re­ 
ceiv ing a tremendou s welcome. 
A few minu tes after the Feu h- 
rer landed at his new Baltic port 
he told Memellanders from a 
theatre balcony : 
“In the name of entire Ger­ 
m an people I greet y ou and ac­ 
cept y ou into th e great German 
Reich... 
“Ev en if ou r cou rse does not 
please another world, for this 
new Germany some eighty mil- 
Uons stand sponsor.” 
“You are a frontier land and 
will best appreciate hav ing a 
great nation behind y ou . 
“A new commu nity has spru ng 
from need and adv ersity . 
“T hat no other power shall 
ev er su bju gate u s—for this we 
shah look ou t. 
“So I greet y ou today as old 
Volk sgenossen—members of the 
German commu nity —and as the 
y ou ngest citizens. 
“And ju st as in this minu te 
throu ghou t the whole German 
Reich, so too we here w ant to 
giv e ex pression to ou r faith and 
ou r confidence in the words, 
‘Sieg Heil’!” 
The Fu ehrer finished speak ing 
at 2:39 p. rn. (7:39 a. rn., CST).

Reich’s national anthem s fol­ 
lowed.

While warning the world th at 
no nation on earth cou ld tear the 
u nified German nation asu nder, 
Hitler declared: 
“We Germans hav e no inten­ 
tion of doing harm to the rest of 
the world. 
“The damage which th at other 
world did to Germany , howev er, 
had to be repaired again. 
“I believ e th a t now, in the 
main, we hav e arriv ed a t an end 
to this u niqu e process of repara­ 
tion.” 
This was interpreted as an ef­ 
fort to appease a nerv ou s world 
and especially Poland. 
Hitler came to Memel aboard 
the 10,000-ton pock et battleship

Ind ianapolis (ZP) — The race 
d riv er who aspires to win the 
19 39 Speed way classic nex t Dec­ 
oration d ay m u st start planning 
now to mak e a d izzy av erage of 
more than 12 0 miles an hou r for 
5 00 miles ov er the 21/2 -mile brick - 
asphalt track here, accord ing to 
[Wald o Stein, recognized as top 
imam in the racing tire bu siness. 
“Any d riv er,” Stein say s, “who 
| comes to the Ind ianapolis track 
nex t May and d oes not lay ou t 
his,racing strategy to inclu d e an 
av erage speed of 12 0 miles, in 
my opinion, will not win the 
race. 
‘As the av erage for the entire 
rou te rises, there will be a no­ 
ticeable change in the d riv ing 
tactics of the contestants. It will 
be lik e the old d ay s of the board s, 
when speed s of 130 miles and 
ev en 140 miles an hou r for a 
shorter race were not u ncom­ 
mon.” 
Floy d Roberts pf Van Nu y s, 
Calif., set a new all-tim e record 
of 117.2 miles an hou r in captu r­ 
ing the 5 00-miler last y ear. 
All speed sters which compete 
in 
the 
Speed way 
ev ent 
are 
eq u ipped with Stein’s tires. It is 
Stein’s annu al job to estim ate 
the speed of the nex t race and 
bu ild tires accord ingly . 
Stein’s ex perience in the rac- 
ing-tire field d ates back 2 5 y ears 
to a time when he was with Bar­ 
ney Old field . Driv ers are so d e­ 
pend ent on Stein now tha t they 


will not d riv e onto the track u n­ 
til they hav e consu lted him abou t 
tires. He can tell them , u su ally 
within a lap or less, how mu ch 
their tires will stand at su ch- 
and -su ch a speed . 
“It is interesting,” Stein say s, 
“to stu d y the wear ex erted by 
v ariou s cars. Twro giv en tires of 
IOO per cent constru ction may 
react d ifferently . Tak e, for ex ­ 
ample, the car in the lead which 
has the pick of the track po­ 
sition and has no necessity for 
d od ging in and ou t of holes or 
for su d d en application of brak es 
to ev ad e another racer. 
“This racer will ex ert only the 
normal wear on tires, while a 
car back in the field is fighting 
to mov e u p on the lead er and 
will not hav e the pick of track 
positions and , conseq u ently , the 
going is ju st a little rou gher. 
Bu t the tires are bu ilt to w ith­ 
stand the greatest pu nishm ent.” 
Stein believ es American d riv - 


ers hav e little to fear from for­ 
eigners. 
“If any foreign d riv ers d o hav e 
the good fortu ne to compete on 
the local track this y ear,” he 
say s, “I fear tha t they will be 
racing u nd er a hand icap, be­ 
cau se u su ally their speed s are 
not comparable to those of the 
Ind ianapolis track .

Washington, March 22 (ZP)—

Pittman 
(D-Nev ) 
asked the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions committee today to order 
prompt hearings on proposals to 
change the neu trality law. 
“The situ ation today in Eu ­ 
rope and in Asia, in my opinion, 
demands that we decide on ou r 
policy before there may be a 
general war,” Pittman said. “Any 
gov ernment establishing a policy 
after war breaks ou t, if it chang­ 
es the ex isting situ ation, is 
charged with being u nneu tral.” 
Pittman’s v iew that there mu st 
be early action on neu trality 
legislation, if any change is to be 
made, was said to reflect admin­ 
istration opinion. 
A section of the present law 
which permits the sale of su p­ 
plies—other than war materials 
—to belligerents on a “cash and 
carry ” basis ex pires May I. Pitt­ 
man has proposed that sale of 
mu nitions be permitted on the 
same basis, admitting that in 
war time this wou ld benefit na­ 
tions controlling the seas. 
Other pending neu trality pro­ 
posals range from repeal of the 
law to a su ggestion by Senator 
Thomas (D-Utah) which in ef­ 
fect wou ld let the President des­ 
ignate an aggressor nation and 
forbid shipments to it. 
Action has been held u p on all 
neu trality bills u nder a motion 
by Senator Johnson (R-Calif) 
prov iding that no hearings cou ld 
be fix ed u ntil the committee or­ 
dered them by a majority v ote. 
Another war time proposal was 
su bmitted y esterday when Sena­ 
tor Bone (D-Wash) introdu ced a 
bill, signed by 50 senators, to 
“take all the profits ou t of war.” 
It wou ld impose greatly in­ 
creased tax rates in ev ent of a 
conflict. 
Ex emptions wou ld be lowered 
and su rtax es in the highest brac­ 
kets wou ld range u p to 93 per 
cent for indiv idu als. Corpora­ 
tions wou ld be tax ed IOO per cent 
on net incomes in ex cess of six 
per cent of their adju sted de­ 
clared v alu e. 
Meanwhile, President Roose­ 
v elt said he was not happy ov er 
dev elopments in central Eu rope. 
He declined at his press confer­ 
ence y esterday to comment on 
the situ ation, howev er.

Pittsbu rgh, March 22 (ZP)— 
Isteelmaster Ernest T. Weir de­ 
clared today he believ ed America 
shou ld halt the ex porting of steel 
scrap u ntil “su ch a time as we 
hav e bu ilt u p reserv es of this ba­ 
sic raw material to meet any 
emergency .” 
Weir said he personally did not 
feel America was threatened by 
war, bu t that he thou ght in v iew 
of “almost daily alarming re­ 
ports” the nation shou ld take a 
su rv ey of the situ ation and be 
prepared. 
The ou tspoken chairman of 
the $207,000,000 National Steel 
Corporation, which now is the 
cou ntry ’s fifth largest produ cer, 
recalled that after America en­ 
tered the World War a shortage 
of scrap seriou sly handicapped 
the indu stry . 
Scrap still can be q u ickly re­ 
melted and re-rolled into any 
form of steel, whereas in the 
produ ction of steel from pig iron 
it is necessary to u se manganese, 
a produ ct that mu st be imported. 
“I am certain Germany , or any 
other Eu ropean nation, u nder 
ex isting conditions, wou ld not 
permit the ex port of a pou nd of 
scrap steel,” said Weir, “y et we 
hav e been sending it abroad by 
hu ndreds of shiploads.” 
Weir recently retu rned from a 
v isit with his dau ghter in Hono­ 
lu lu , where he said conv ersations 
with prominent Chinese con­ 
v inced him Japan wou ld be “tied 
u p for decades” by its contest 
with China. 
Japan and Germany , he said, 
were tfy e only cou ntries with 
whom he cou ld conceiv e the 
I United States becoming inv olv ed 
in war and with the Japanese 
occu pied in China and Germany 
in Eu rope, “the prospects of a 
conflict directly inv olv ing u s 
wou ld not seem imminent.”
